THE HISTORY OF OUR CLASS 


It was on February 1, 1955 that the 
Class of January 1958 came into official 
being. Those of us who were present will 
remember the day. Mr. Albert D. Angell, 
Jr. was principal. After welcoming us to 
Central High, we were assigned to our home 
rooms. We needed six home room teachers 
to look after us. Mr. Benedon 214, Mr. 
Thompson 322, Miss Megaro 326, Miss 
Hough 418, Mrs. Laba 405, and Mr. Hed- 
strom 506. Few of us realized we were the 
Class of January '58. 

In February 1955, there were one 
hundred and ninety-nine enrolled in our 
2B class. At graduation there were ninety- 
seven of us left. 

On April 30, 1955 our 2B class had 
its first class meeting in the cafeteria. We 
were called to meet at the invitation of 
our counselors, Miss Beusman and Mr. 
Hedstrom. Also present were Mr. William

Cain, former vice principal, Miss Devonald, 
and Mrs. Haeseler, It was then that we 
heard of Class Ratings, Honor Rolls, Extra- 
curricular activities, the necessity for regu- 
lar attendance, punctuality, faithful prepa- 
ration of homework, recognizing good stu- 
dent leaders for class officers, the impor- 
tance of deciding on a goal and working to- 
ward it. And last but not least, the impor- 
tance of saving money for our class dues— 
a total of sixteen dollars to cover gradua- 
tion expenses. 

It is often said that “а good beginning 
makes a good ending.” It is significant that 
at the end of the first cycle in 2B eighteen 
of our present ninety-seven were on the 
Honor Roll. Incidentally, eight of those 
original Honor Students were among the 
Top Ten. And, it is equally significant that 
eighteen of our present ninety-seven had 
perfect attendance during the first cycle 
of the 2B term. 

In June 1955, most of us were pro- 
moted to 2A. 

Then, in September 1955 Mr. Albert 
D. Angell, Jr., our principal, asked Miss 
Beusman and Mr. De Hart to become our 
Class Advisers. On January 17, 1956 our 
advisers invited our parents to come to 
school to visit classes and to meet our 
teachers, About forty parents visited class- 
es, then met in the cafeteria where Mrs. 
Elam and some student assistants served a 
delicious tea. 

Unfortunately for us, evening dances 
at Central had not been very success- 
ful, and so after much discussion and some 
persuasion we set December 7, 1956 as 
the date for our 3A-3B after school Social. 
Tickets sold for twenty-five cents. We used 
records for the music, and for refresh- 
ments, home made fruit punch and cookies. 
There was excellent entertainment and 


plenty of time for dancing. Each of us will 
remember that wonderful afternoon. Dur- 
ing that term we elected our class officers. 
They worked very diligently with the home 
room representatives and were most faith- 
ful in carrying out their duties.
